Applicant's arguments, see pages 8/17, filed 09/01/06, with respect to claims 1- 
23 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The prior art rejection of claims 1-23 
has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 and 22-23 are allowable over prior art of record; renumbered 
as claims 1-22. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-20 and 22-23 of the current application are allowed for the reasons pointed out 
by the Applicant's remark (pages 8-17) wherein the printer includes a control section for 
controlling the respective displays sections (page 16) in addition to the other features 
recited therein.
